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EiwnoH F«in>!! a ItrmAitA.— The Demo- 
an-etic Ceutral Stat* Committee of Indiana hare 
Bade an exposition of the means resorted to by 
the Republicans to secure the election of Gor- 
«rnor Morton, and to carry some of the Con- 
gressional District*. These fraud* hare been 
systematically practised on the most extensire 
scale, open aa» *hanieles8; abolition majorities 
on the 11 th iaet. were, in many instances, larger 
than the whole aggregate legal rote In seme 
townships. By th* law. of Indiana, all cltlzeni, 
between th* ages of twenty-one and fifty rears, 
bare a poll-tax assessed to them; of course, If 
all vote, ths sggregatc vote would be »omewh»t 
larger than ths polls assessed, but ths propor- 
tion could not Tarr much at different slectlona. 
In the claction of I860, when full party 
Strength was dSTeloped, Indiana cast 2G3,- 
l?4 rotes, while the polls assessed ware 
J0a,098, St ons hundred and twenty- 
Bine VOMi far Osrernor for each ons hundred 
polls assessed; and in 1862 there were ons han- 
dled and tiiteen rote* east for Secretary of 
Btate for each hundred polls assessed, or 241,163 
Tote* to 209,342 polls assessed. No returns for 
the polls »?ee»sed this year h&Tsbeen made, and 
the »ssessm*nt «f last year must therefor* he 
•omparrd with the Tote of the present year. 
The aggregate yote at the recent election, offi- 
cial and unofficial, Is estimated at 283,558, and 
the polls assessed last year were 206,762, which 
would give about one hundred and thirty-five 
Totes for Governor for each ons hundred poll* 
assessed. The polls have necessarily been re- 
duced by th.e large number of men who are lu 
the army; but, despite this decrease, the Com- 
mittee say* the volume of ballots cast 
this month is Increased near forty thousand over 
that of two year* ago, thus overcoming a ma- 
jority of 9, ">00 at that time, and giving Governor 
Morton about 20,»00 majority. It is manifest 
that a great part of this apportionment is a 
llolion— a fraud; for snrely the waste of life in 
this war, and th* absence from the State of citi- 
nens engaged in it, it nearly as great as the in- 
crease of voting population. Then, what party 
fca* received th* benefit of this false and fletltlou* 
addition to popnlation is susceptible of the clear- 
est proof by th* tables below. In the first table, 
the first column of figures i* the polls assessed, in 
the counties named, in 1863 (except Tippecanoe; 
»Dd Franklin, which aro for the year 1SG4). 
The second tolumn is the Totes east in the late 
•lection; th* third column i* the number of 
Totes cast for each one hundred polls assescd In

In the following table 
it is shown )* whose benefit that excess re- 
dounded. Th* lr*t column *how* the execs* 
over what ought to have been cast in the cuun- 
tie* named, counting 116 votes for each 100 
poll*. The *econd column show* the increase 

so Morton over the vote two year* ago. The 

third and foarlu th* Increase and decrease to 
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I* shows an exces* of 18,572, and that Mr. 
Morton rcceired 1 !, 917 thereof, »nd McDonald 
1,012 only. In other words, it shows that 
whererer there was a large and unaccountable 
Tote, as compared with the assessment, that 
U . . Morton got it. Indeed, in these fourteen 
counties, he obtained of this fictiti >U9 rote an 
amount almost eipial to his whole majority in 
the State. But it may be said that there wa6 
not a full rote in 1862, and therefore the com- 
parison of that with this is not fair. In 1860 
there was a full Tote, and comparing that with 
this — that ii, 129 rote* for each 100 polls as- 
sessed, and in these fourteen counties there is 
an exees* of orer elereu thousand three hun- 
dred rote*. The fraud* were the heaviest in tho 
oitie*. Wo give three township* as a sample, 
In which art Richmond, Indianapolis, and Terre 
Haute:

There is another method of testing the cor- 
rectness of the vote cast. During this spring 
there was an enrolment for military purposes of 
all persona between the ages of 20 and 45. This 
Tfould gire a number almost equal to the whole 
'legal rote; for there are near as many persons 
between 20 and 21 as there are orer 45. \ Yctth* 
enrolment was but 215,312, and the ballotscast, 
as seen, are 283,558, being an excess of 68,216 
orer the enrolment. 

It will be seen by the following table, a* com- 
pared with the others here published, that in the 
exiuntics where Governor Morton obtained hi* 
Increased votes these large excesses over the en- 
rolment occurred. The first column of figures 
gives the number enrolled in the counties 
named; the aecond the rote, and the third the 
number of votes for each one hundred enrolled. 
Wc have already given Governor Morton's great 
gains in these counties over former votes for hi* 
party:

In this statement Marian county Is not in- 
cluded, for the reason that her enrolment i. so 
muck in excess of her assessment of polls as to 
justify a doubt of its correctness, aud to excite 
the suspicion that it was made with a view to 
an excessive rote, and the fact that a large per 
■etentage of the drafted men cannot bo found in 
the city of Indianapolia carries the suspicion al- 
most to a conriction. In almost erery town- 
ship there is complaint that the enrolment is too 
large, and yet we here see how much larger a 
Tote can be conntcd upon in an emergency. 

In the abore tables the committee hare had 
time to make calculations as to but a few of the 
•oumies, in which the frauds are the most glar- 
ing; bnt they run all along the railroad lines, 
and at some other points. As to the manner in 
which they were perpetrated, the statements of 
bnndn <W of a. respectable men as there are in

Hon. Robert C. Winthrop addressed the citi- 
zens of New London, on Tuesday erening. at 
Lawrence Hall. The meeting could not hare 
been larger without an extension of the'walls of 
the building. The front seats and galleries were 
occupied by many ladies, and the. audience was 
composed of the eminently solid and respecta- 
ble people of the community.

tional Whig party, but who to-night stands 
with us shoulder to shoulder in the ranks of the 
only constitutional party of the country — the 
party which propose* to place in the Presiden- 
tial chair George B. McClellan.

Fellow-Citizens, allow me to present tu you the 
Honorable Robert C. Winthrop. 

After the cheering with which he wa« greeted 
bad subsided, Mr. Winthrop spoke a* follows :

/Vi/nr- Citiznu: I am deeply *enslbl« to the 
kindness and the compliment of this reception. 
I thank you for this inspiring welcome to vour 
city. I have come at your request to address 
you on the great snhject which i* uppermost in 
all our minds and in all our hearts. I am her* 
for no purpose of declamation or display. I 
am here, to appeal to no prejudie** or passim*.

I am 
here otdy from a deep sen*e of the duty which 
rest* upon each one of us to contribute what 
we can, by word or by deed, for a suffering, 
bleeding country. Compelled by engagement* 
or by mv healik to refuse a hundred other invi- 
tations, 1 could not resist the appeal that was 
ma'de to me from New London. [Applause.] 
Ar.il if any word of mine may be thought worthy 
of being listened t* or regarded, in Connecticut 
or elsewhere, there is no place from which it 
may more litly go forth than from this old and 
honored home of my fathers. [Applause.] It is 
a time. I am aware, my friends, when the host 
and wisest and most patriotic men inav differ, 
aud do differ, widely from each other. I would 
cast no reproa.?ke* upon mv opponent*. I do 
not forget the reuroaehes which have been cast 
upon myself in some quarters; but I have no 
heart for bandying personalities at a 
period like this. I pas* by all inch 
matter* a* unworthy of a moment's consider- 
ation. Or rather, let me sar. they pea* hr ma 
like the idle wind. The air. Indeed, is full of 
them. Arbitrary and arrogant assumptions of 
su| erior patriotism and loyalty — coarse and ma- 
licious representations and imputations — oppro- 
brious and insulting names and epithets, often 
applied by men who night well be conscious 
that nobody deserrea them so much a* them- 
selve — the nlr is full of them. They come 
kWf.rtning up from stump and rostrum, and 
Iron: pros* and platform. • We meet them at 
everr turn. Let u* not retort them. Let u* net 
resent them. Let no one by any mean* be 
tempted or proroked br them Into act* of ven- 
geance or violence. Let us simplv overwhelm 
ilieni with contempt, and pass on. ana wed and 
unlioimidated, to the declaration of our own 
honest opinions, and to th* assertion and exer- 
cise of our right* a* freemen. [Applause.] Let 
u* imitate the example of our own noble candi- 
date, whose quiet endurance of injustice and 
calumny ha* been one of the most beautiful il- 
lus'iation* of lii* charae;er, and ha* won for 
him a respect which will outlire the ephemeral 
notoriety of bis rerilors. -Our country calls at 
I hi. moment for the best thought*, the hrarest 
counsels, the freest utterances, the most unhesi- 
tating dero'ion of erery one of her sons. Let 
us < onipare <.ur opinions with each oilier hon- 
e.-tlr. independently, fearlessly; and let no man 
shrink from following his own eonscienii rn* 
convictions, wherever they may lead him. It 
may be a misfortune, fellow-citir.cn*, that a 
new election of our national ruler* should 
hare come upon us precisely at thi* moment. 
We wonld all gladly keep our eye§ stea iilv 
•xed npon our country's ling, a* It wave* and 
waveia npon yonder battle-field*. We would 
willirgly follow it* gallant *upporter» in the 
conflict* in which the? arc enzn-^f J, with undi- 
vided and uninterrupted Sympathies. But it is 
not in onr power to postpone the time appoint- 
ed for onr great palitieal struggle. The Consti- 
tution of the United States ha* fixed that time 
unalterably, and nothing remain* for u* but to 
discharge our duties as responsible and Intel li- 
tenr duett*. A great, a tremendou* responal- 
nlllty, certaialy, is upon n*. When the Toteaof 
the people of the United States— your votes, 
men of New London, snd mine anion; thess, 
shsll have once decided the question — hv what 
party and upon what principles and policy the 
national government shall be administered for 
the next four years — they will have determined, 
uni'er God, the deetinie* of our country for un- 
born <.'rneralion*.

No, it is the civil policy of tho government 
which Gen. McClellan is relied upon to change.

And let me ray, in lha first place, my friends, 
thut 1 should have come to this conclusion, as I 
think, without any regard to the peculiar poli- 
ty which the Administration has adopted during 
tiie l.i-t two years. I should bare come to this 
concluslou upon the same plain common sense, 
views which President Lincoln himself seems te 
have expressed upon a somewhat similar 
state of facts. Some of you may remember, 
p< i haps, to have seen an account of an inter- 
vlew which Certain very earnest anti-slavery 
geiitlf men of Maenachnaott* held with the 
Precedent, not a great while ago. on the subject 
oi -iib-tituling General Fremont for my.oid and 
rained friend Edward Stanley, new of Callfoiv 
nir., as the Provisional Governor of North Caro- 
lina. The account is given in a letter written 
by the Hcv. Mr. Conway, dated London, July 
20, 1W4, and published in the Boston Commoii- 
wealth. In that letter President Lincoln isrep- 
io-ii ed assn\ing, tn his most characteristic 
style: ' Gentlemen, it is generally the ease that 
a mar who begins a work is not "the best man 
to cany it on to n successful termination. 
[Laucbter.] I believe it was so (ha proceeded 
to .-a* ) in the case of Moses. Wasn't it? He got 
the cbtldTcnol Israel out of Egypt, but the Lord 
■elected somebody else to briug them to their 
tourneys end. A pioneer (continued President 
Liiuoin)has hard work to do.and generally gets 
so I at let ed and spattered that people prefer au- 
othrr.evrn though they ma\ accept the priuciple." 
[Continued luuijiler.] Now, the letter of Mr. 
Conwaa gives us the application of these re- 
narks in a manner that could hardly be mend- 
ed. Il quietly suggests that "Mr. Lincoln is 
averse to seeing the application of whatever 
truth there is in his theory to the one to whom 
it parttcnlarly appli e s itmtdfi" and Mr. Con- 
way most pertinently adds: "Under him the war 
was begun; he had to deal with tbediaaltaeted; is 
il not possible that he has become «o battered 
and fluttered as to make it well for him to give 
up the leadership to some Joshua?" [Loud 
laughter and ihecring.] It would seem, mv 
friends that nothing was said at tins interview 
about .'the danger of swapping horse* iu cross- 
ii g a iticiiu." [Laughter.] Uu the contrary, 
the President emphatically appealed to that 
memorable precedent in Holy Writ when the 
childien of Isiael, being themselves about to 
cioss a stream, were compelled to follow a new 
k adtr, in older to get safely over. "I believe 
it w». so (said be) in the case of Moses, araant 
il?'' We all know it was so. We all know that 
the children of Israel could neTcr have eras»ed 
the Jordan and entered into the promised land, 
I nd tl ey refused to accept Joshua as their leader. 
And seme of us aro not a little afraid thut tho 
same fatality which attended the ancient Moses 
is aU-ul to find a fresh illustration in the case of 
nir modern Abraham. [Laughter and cheer*.]

Why, my friends, no one of us can have for- 
gottm bow much there was of meie persona] 
prejudice and personal antipnthv at the outset 
of that outingecoa assault upon the National 
Government by the Southern Stales. No one 
ol ti» can fail to remember how deeplv political 
and party antagonism entered Into the origin of 
il is letrlllon. It baa been said a thonsandi 
liu.es, Mad ever) body taimils it to be true, that 



the first tre-isonable and fatal step could never 
have been taken but for the election of Abraham 
Lincoln as President, it has Iwen said a thou- 
sand times, and no man denies it, that the 
Southern secession leaders — long as thev may 
have contemplated their conspiracy again st the 
Union, ami earnestly as they mav have desired 
ta accomplish a separation of the States — could 
never have mustered followers enough to em- 
bolden them to attempt it but for the sucees* of 
the Republican party. We all know that the 
secession leaders aided and abetted tbe election 
of President Lincoln for that very purpose. 
[ Applause ] He was their favorite candidate 
then, as I think he is their favorite candidate 
now. It wa* the triumph of that great sectional 
organization — tbe Republicon party — which 
was originally relied upon for firing the heart of 
the Southern pe°P'e. We cannoi forget that 
Ihe war-cry of the South, at the time of their 
original revolt, was not so much — "We will uot 
submit to the Constitution;'' "We will not 
abide by the Union," a* "we will not have 
these men to rule over u*." "We will uot 
come mirier the dominion of the Black Republi- 
can*." Fellow-citizens I need not sav that thi* 
conduct on the part of the Southern States was 
utterly unwarrantable and worthy of all con- 
demnation. The Republican party, to which I 
shall mvself ap: ly no opprobrious epithets, had 
prevailed fairly at the polla. The Soutb«rn 
States bad enjoyed their full proportionate share 
in the national rote, and they were bound in 
honor as well as in law to abide by the result. 
Nothing but the most direct and palpable epi- 
lation of their rights would hare furnished any 
•hatlow of justification forthe course which they 
pursued. Ahrahsm Lincoln was duly elected 
President of the United States for four years. I 
rejoice that he was elected for no more than 
four. [Laughter.] And though some of us at 
th* North, a* well as *a many at tbe South, 
w*r* earnestly opposed to him and to 
hi* party, and though not a f*w of ns pre- 
dicted the very result* which have ensned, it 
was the bouuden duty and sacred obligation of 
n* all alike to acquiesce in the result, and to 
a u pi orl him a* long as he supported the consti- 
tution. And I thank Heaven that the loyal 
Slate* have supported him so unanimously. I 
thai.k Heaven that the whole people of the 
Northern States hare *ustained the government 
•o ardently and fought the battle* of the Union 
«o bravely under whatever leaden they have 
found In rightful authority over them. [Cheers.] 
No government on earth in any age bat Bret been 
•uslained with a nobler disregard of all party 
prejudices and all i>ersonal opinions than our 
own gorernment for the last four years. Msn 
»nd money have been supplied without meas- 
ure and without a murmur. Few and far be- 
tween have been the rolces of dissent or the notes 
of discord. Where men could not approve the 
pi Tu y of the Administration they have gener- 
ally 1 ecu content to be silent, or at most to en- 
ter a passing protest in re.-peclful terms. The 
exceptional casrs, to which so much attention 
baa been glinted. by the n e edl ess and unjustifiable 
H vi iilv with which they have been treated, 
have only served to illustrate more strikingly 
the general acquiescence of the people. And a* 
it has been in the past, so it still is. 

We ere all of us, I need not say, ready and 
eager to sustain the Admiilistration in carry ing 
on the government and vindicating its consti- 
tutional authority to th* end of their term. We 
aie icnily to raise the men, we are ready to con- 
tribute the means for a vigorous prosecution of 
ti e war. We will help thcra even to another 
drnlt, if another draft be necessary. We will 
pay our taxes and encourage their loans. We 
will rejoice in all their victories by sea and by 
land. They are no party triumph*. They are 
our victories as well ai theirs. Sherman has 
taken Atlenta, and Sheridan ha* almost cleared 
the Shenandoah. We all hope and trust and pray 
that Grant and Meade may soon take Richmond 
[loud cheers], and that the brave work of our 
soldii r« anci sailors may go on unimpeded till 
nothing Remain* to be effected by force of arm*. 
They „'nall have the best wishes of all our heart.! 
and. |he best help of all our hands to this end. 
ii/tlt all this, my friends, is a different part of 
speech from supporting the claim* of the Ad- 
ministration to a new term of the Presidency 
and a new lease of the White House. ["That - * 
so," and laughter.]

should 1* exempt from all such casualties. 
And so we are all to he drummed into voting 
for him under a threat of the pain* nnd penab 
ties of treason. Indeed, mv friends, this extra- 
ordinary doctrine is getting" to be a little conta- 
gious about these times; and from some recent 
manifestations in my own part of the country 
nt least — however it mav be here or elsewhere 
— I should suppose it was fast becoming 
a cherished dogma among office-holders of all 
grades, both national and State, that tho onlv 
true patriotism consisted in keeping them all 
snugly in place, and that a failure to vote for 
any or all of them was little better than disloy- 
alty to the government ! It Is certainly very 
accommodating in our President and Gov- 
ernors, and Senators, and Representatives, thus 
to save the people the trouble of an election. 
[Laughter.] If the war only lasts four year* 
more, we shall, perhap*, be spared the trouble 
*f elections altogether. ["That's true."] My 
friend*, if the people are wise, they will give 
some of their pnblic servants a lesson on this 
subject befote it is too late, and teach thesn thai 
the freedom of elections Is too precieus a privi- 
1' ge to be abandoned at the dictation of those 
w ho have already enjoyed a greater length of 
•erviee, as some of ns think, than is altogether 
consistent with the public welfare and the pub- 
lic safety. The progresa of this terrible war is 
leavvtng its mark on not a few of our most cher- 
ished privileges as freemen. An overshadowing 
doctrine of necessity has obliterated not a fo r 
of the old constitutional limitations and land- 
mark* ef authority. An armed prerogative ha* 
KTadualry lifted itself to an appalling height 
throughout tbe land. Bnt, thank heaven, it 
Is atfll in the power of the people to assert then* 
rlgl t to a fair and free election of their rulers. 
[ Loud rf.rers.] And if they shall do so success^ 
fully — whatever mav be the result — no nobler 
ai ectaele will have been witnessed in thi* land 
since it flrat asserted Its title to tie called a land 
of liberty. [Cheer*.] Let it tie «een that the 
American people can go through a Presidential 
election freely and fairly, cren during the 
raging norm' of civil war, and our institutions 
will hove bad a glorious triumph, what- 
ever party or whatever candidate may suffer 
a defeat. But, en th* other hand, let the ap- 
proatiiinr election be overawed or overruled by 
fore* or by fraud, and our institutions will have 
tustnined a disastrous defeat, whatever may be 
tho result to partle* or to candidates. [ Ap- 
plause.]

And 
why, \* by was that cjoriTentton *o repelled aud 
repudiated by the ultra wing of the Republican 
party? Why did they stand idly by, mock- 
ing at every effort to prevent and avert this 
great and terrible struggle, and rejoicing 
at what they called the glorious future be- 
fore them? How can any one doubt that 
it was became the accession of the South, and 
the withdrawal af the Southern representation, 
would secure that party predominance which 
was essential to the carrying out of their cher- 
ished policy, a* well as to thedistribuiion of the 
sp. il» of victory. I was at Washington myself, 
during a portion of that period, in company 
with mends whom 1 esteem and honor to-day, 
as 1 esteemed and honored then, though I liii-1 
m> self differing from mora than one of them.

And can it lie imagined that 
such men will be ready or willing to co-operate 
to bringing bark the Southern Slates to their 
old alii giiinee to the Union? In bringing them 
back, too, be it remembered, not merely wiih • 
their old quota of representation, but with a 
much larger delegation in the House of Repre- 
sentatives than thev have ever before enjoyed? 
For, my friends, if the President's proclamation 
is to bnve ihe full interpretation and sweeping 
efficacy which some of his friends claim for it. 
the representation of the Southern States — after 
the next arr,.nrilonment, certain!*— is to be not 
tr.elelv on the old three-firth principle, but on 
the whole black race, man for man. as we'.l as 
on the whole white race.

Is any one 
proposing to bring them back only as so many 
(Irsoluled and aubjugated provinces, to be held 
for geneiations in a state of subjection and vas- 
salage by enormous standing anni< s, and at an 
in measurable cost of treasure and blood? Are 
we deliberately benl on having an American 
Hungary, or an American Poland, or au Ameri- 
can Venice on our continent? Do we desire to 
see even an American Ireland? Are all our ef- 
fortl for the abolition of black slavery to end in 
establishing a uuasi-condltion of wliile slavery. 
[Cheers.] • 

Is tl at what we are fighting for, under the 
old Liberty Flag of our fathers? ["No.no."] 
No, ro, my friends, we must have the Old Con- 
Btitutional Union again, if wc hare anything — 
w ith all the States and with all the rights re- 
scued ti the States or to the people, as well as 
with all the powers secured to the. general gov- 
ernment. [Applau*e ] We arc not lighting 
for a mere territorial Union. We are not fight- 
ing for a mcie geographical area. We want, 
indeed, all the valleva and all the mountains 
and afl the rirers and all the lake* which were 
<\er included wilbift the rightful limits of our 
once bappy and prosperous lnnd. But we want 
the men nrd worsen and children — white, cer- 
tainly, rot less ilian black — who hare dwelt 
within those limbs.

WA«nnvOTO»r, Oct. 2fl. 

A full *et of the Richmond paper* of Monday 
la-t, tLe '21lh instant, have been received. They 
all contain the following highly important doc- 
ument, evidently officially furnished: 

At Ihe meeting of the Governors of the State* 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Sonth Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi, held In 
Augusta*, Georgia, on Monday, the seven- 
teenth instant, Governor W. Smith presiding, 
alter a full, free, aud harmonious consulta- 
tion and interchange of counsel, the following, 
among other resolutions, were expressed: 

Iletvleed, That there is nothing iu the present 
aspect of public affair* to cause any abatement 
of our zeal in the prosecution of the war to the 
accomplishrlient of a peace based on the inde- 
pendence of the Confederate Stales; and to give 
encom agement to our brave soldiers in the lield 
and to strengthen the Confederate authorities in 
pureuit of this desirable end, we will use our 
best exertions in the increase of the clfeetive 
force of our armies. 

tf?eWi-«l, That whilst it is our pnrpo3e to use 
every exertion to increase the streugth and 
efficiency of our State and Confederate forces, 
wc respectfully and earnestly request that the 
Confederate authorities will send to the field 
every able-bodied man without exception with- 
in any of the various departments whose place* 
Can be filled by either disabled officers and aol- 
.:ii i , -enior reserves or negroes, and dispense 
with the use of all provost and i>ost guards ex- 
cept in important cities or localities where the 
presence of Urge bodies of iroops mik" them 
necessary, and with all passport agent* upon 
railroads not in the immediate vicinity of armies, 
as we consider these amenta are unnecessary 
nnnoinnee ro good citizens and of uo possible 
benefit to the countr/- 

Resolved, That we recomtnenil onr respective 
legislatures to pass-stringent laws for the arrest 
and return to the camps of all deserters and 
stntggli : s from the < j>nt»>iW»t» armies or State 
troops, and that it be made the special dutr, un- 
der appropriate penalties, of all civil and mili- 
tary officers to srrcst and deliver to the proper 
ttuthoi ities all such delinquents. 

Antl whereas, the public enemy having pro- 
claimed th* freedom of our slave*, are forcing 
into their armies the able-bodied portion there- 
of, the more effectually to wage their cruel and 
bloody war against us; therefore, bo it 

Ketnlred, That it is the true policy and obvi- 
ous duty of all slave-owners timely to remove 
their slave* from the line* of the enemy's ap- 
proach, and especially thoso able to bear arms; 
and when they shall fail to do so, that it should 
be made the duty of the proper authorities to 
enforce the performance of this duty and to give 
such owners all necessary assistance as far as 
practicable. 

Retain i/. That ihe course ot the enemy in ap- 
propriating our slaves who happen to fall into 
their hand* to purposes of war sceius to 
Justify a change of policy on our part: and 
while owners of slaves, under the circumstan- 
ces, should freely yield them to their country, 
wo recommend to our authorities, under the 
proper regulations, to appropriate such part of 
tin m to the public serrice as mar be re piircd. 

SatolreoT, That the States have the right to ex- 
port such productions, and to import such sup- 
plies as may lie necessary for State use, or for 
ti e eomfort or support of their troops in the 
forviee, upon any vessel or vessels owner) or 
chartered by Hum; and that wc request Con- 
Lie s. nt the next session, to pass laws remor. 
log all the restrictions which hare been imposed 
by the Confederate authority upon such export* 
or imports by the State; and lastly, we deem it 
not Inappropriate to declare our firm and unal- 
terable purpose, as we be-Here it -to be that of 
our fellow-citizens, to maintain our right of 
self -government, to establish our Independence, 
and to uphold the rights and sovereignty of the 
States, or to perish in the attempt. 

Resoh-ed, That the chairman lie requested to 
fetid a copy of the resolutions to hi* Excellen- 
cy President I>ivis and to the Governors of each 
of the Confederate States, and also one each to 
the President of the Senate and, the Speaker of 
tbe House of Representatives, to be laid beforo 
their respective bodies. 

On this document the Richmond Whig of 
Monday has the following editorial: "The Gov- 
ernors of several of our States have been in con- 
sultation in Georgia, and have agreed in^ mak" 
ing a number of recommendations to Congress, 
to.lhe Confederate Executives, and to the Legis- 
lature* of the *everal States, the adoption of 
which, it ia thought, will promote the cause iu 
which each State has so vital an interest. 

"There does not appear to have been any dis- 
cord or diversity of opinion in this conference, 
and, indeed, it may be said there is no difference 
among our people except in some matters as to 
the wisdom with which the means placed at the 
disposal of our authorities are employed. The 
paramount question with all — the one ques- 
tion — is, how can the power of the Confederacy 
be most effectually and •uccessfully used for the 
defence and deliverance of the Confederacy. 
All agreed that its entire military resource* to 
tbe lest man and the last dollar are needed, and 
must be throwu into tbe struggle. 

"No one thinks of turning back, or *o much 
as looking back, till the w ork is finished. No 
oue declares liiintelf iu furor of any adjust- 
n cut that would comproinUe our independ- 
ence. 'Liberty or death' is the language 
of all. With such n resolve animatingthc whole 
body of our people, armie", authorities, and cit- 
izens, lubjugation is impossible." 

Tl.c Jtii'htnond Sentinel, of the same date, in 
•n editorial on the fame Eubject, sums up the 
resolutions, and saisthey ard AO exhibition of 
the spirit proper to the high positions of the 
Governor! »nd shared by the people through- 
out th* country. Their recommendations of 
Lbe use of slaves is < minently proper, in accord- 
ance w ith a growing *entiiiient among the peo- 
ple; and, on the whole, this conference of tho 
Governor* will Ic produeive of much good. 

All the papers announce that Lee and Long 
street were in Richmond on Saturday and Sunl 
day on a short visit from Petersburg, aud lhat 
on Sunday they attended the Episcopal church 
with Jell' Davis. This would seem to settle the 
dispute as to whether Longstrect had bean com- 
manding Early 's forces in tho valley.

The relief rams crept down the river last night, 
under cover of the darkness, to their late posi- 
tion, but hurried away again at dawn thismorn- 
ing. 

Nuw Yonir, Oct V. 

The Richmond Pi'patch of the 24th aay*: 
Early on Saturday morning our gunboats, lyiug 
at anchor in Grave-yard Bend, i -low Ctiapiua 
Bluff, were opcued upon by a Yankee battery 
newly erected on Signril Hil, on the north bank 
and a mile distant down the river. One of the 
•hells exploded on deck of the little steamer 
"Drury, near her fore gun, wounding two men 
sevei-clv. 

The brury weighed anchor and got out of the 
way as quickly as possible. Tbe Iron ram Fred- 
ericks bung was struck several time*, but suf- 
fered little injury. 

The gieatesl damage done aboard of her wa* 
by one of the Yankee shells, which exploded im- 
mediately over her grating, wounding six men, 
lour very slightly and two severely. 

It is said the Richmond came iii for her share 
of the tire; and had her smoke stack knocked 
into a cocked hut. The enemy kepi up the lire 
for hull an hour. 

Nuw Yoke:, Oct. 87. 

The Herald's Washington special says that it 
is reported that the enrolment law is "a failure; 
and the substitute clause i* to be repealed, and 
drafted men obliged to go into the service; and 
that there will tin a draft for 300,000 men on the 
1st of January is pronouueed by Gen. Fry to 
be utte.lv unfounded.

Indianapolis, at which place wc arrived at four 
o'clock iu the morning of election day, to vote 
the Republican State ticket. A great part 
of the soldiers were German*. At the depot 
were carriages, wkich took us to the polls, 
and manv of the soldiers voted twice or three 
times. We handed c ur votes into a window, 
and nobody asked us whether wo bad a 
right to vote, or whether we formerly resided 
in tha State. Afterward* we were treated with 
ale and all other thing* we might eat and drink. 
I »in convinced that every soldierof thetwo thou- 
sand voted once, and many twoor three times: al- 
though wa belonged to PeiinsylvanhvOhio, Mich- 
igan, Maryland, and other States. Bc-idet us in 
Iiiaianapolis, also role* about two thousand in- 
valids belonging to other States. At 8:30 P. M. 
they started the soldiera of the Pennsylvania 
regiment* to Crestline, and the soldiers of otber 
Siatcs to other placca.

A Dish stkii ( on KBi ik it ath. — A man appa- 
rently between thirty and forty years of age, 
who said thai his name was John James Mag ,(• 
fin, nnd that he wa* a captain in tha army oi the 
Confederate State* of America, was placed iu 
the docks charged with having attempted to 
commit suicide by taking opium. The accused 
was evidently very ill, and wa* allowed to he 
seated while the evidence against him was 
beaid. The following Idler has been found up- 
on him: , 

"Liverpool, September 29, 18G4. — I wa* born in 
l ux mown, Kentucky. My home is at En- 
field, Beaubcr county, Alabama. My brother's 
name is Bciiah Magollin, ex-Governor of Ken- 
tucky. 1 married Martha Anne James at St. 
Mi holas' ehui eh, Liverpool, about the ISth of 
th* mouth, and made a fool of myself, and I 
cannot staud the disgrace of baring rprostiiute 
for my wife. Sly wife is the Captain's mistress 
on tlie baik Amelia, in the Princess's Dock, 
bound fin Rio Janeiro. This will account for 
mv untimely end. My wife's sister li.es at 
Si'afiord, and her act* to me haT* been brutal. 
She was bom in Nottingham, and I wish her 
relations to know of her actions and mode of 
lile. Signed by me, John James Magoffin, late 
Captain in the Confederate army, at present 
a paroled prisoner of war. I forgive her, and 
niav God bless her and make a good woman of 
her, is my best wiah. J. MAGOFFIN." 

From the evidence adduced, it appeared that 
on Thursday morning the prisoner was lodging 
at No. 73 Kilsluiw street, West Dcrbv-road; and 
the lnndladv, Mrs. Gordon, looked into the par- 
lor, in whieh he was sitting alone, and saw him 
w rising something. He w*sqnite*ober. Some 
lime alter Mrs. Gordon saw him using opium, 
l oving a large piece In his hand; and still later 
abe saw him b ing on the sofa. After he had 
I etn there a long time she remored one of his 
hands fr< m his fare, and it dropped as though 
be wss dead. Dr. Lodge was sent for, who ap- 
plied remedies and garc the prisoner in charge 
of polbe constable 8Mb, telling him to keep him 
awake for twelre hours. The ofli*cr removed 
him to Pi cscott-strcet bridewell. 

In the prisoner'* pocket a piece of opium wa* 
found. Mrs. Gordon said the prisoner had got 
mairicd a short time since, and from what little 
ahe hud »ecn of hi* wife she did not think much 
of her. 

Mat;c fl'.n now said he was sorry for what ho 
hod di ne, but he had had too much "worr-- 
ment" in consequence of having married the 
wt man he bad. 

The magistrate said the prisoner was liable to 
be ci inmiited tor an attempt to murder, and be 
wae not Hire that he would not send him to the 
assises At present he would remand him for a 
weik. fo that the chaplain of the gaol might 
bava un opportunity of speaking to him.

finee last I wrote you, thero ha* been tbe 
rebel devil to pay along thi* road, and but very 
little Yankee pitch hot. Hood, it appears, wa* 
inspired by the recent visit of Jeff Dari* to hi* 
army to attempt a most venturou* enterprise, 
destroy Sherman's commnnications as far north 
as Chattanooga, and, then, turning bis faeo 
•outhward, fall upon Sherman'* »t*rving le- 
gions, very much as tbe "Assyrian came down 
like a wolf on the fold," when hi* men would 
be so weak that they couldn't stand In line with- 
out the assistance of a fence, and "gobble" them 
up aa the duck gobbleth the corn. It wa* a 
glowing vision of conquest — equal to that other 
and original scheme of a Southern empire, and 
about aa reasonable — but, in its practical re> 
•ulu, piored but another illustration of the 
truth of Burn6's remark: 
TLe baa* laid ■ baaasa o* rolee and men pane aft arise. 

Hood, after Daris had pictured out thi* 
model and daring campaign, resolred his army 
into a grand raiding force, and struck for a for- 
ry twelve niilee below Rome. His army con- 
•ist* of tkre* corps, commanded respectively by 
Cheatham, Lee, and Stuart. The com* of 'Lee 
and Muart, aiter the crossing wa* effected, 
moved toward the railroad, and struck it near 
big Shanty. They then moved on up, until 
they struck General Crooce and his little brio-ado 
at ilatoona Pass, where they were repulsed. 
Ton must bear in mind that the statioas that 
were captured by the "victorious legions of th* 
Southern Cross," as Governor Isham G. Harris 
styles 'em, were garrisoned bv detachment* sel- 
dom exceeding two hundred men, and more 
frequently one company of some forty or fifty 
men, whose chief duty It was to patrol tbe road 
and keep it clear of guerillas. At Alatoona we 
bad about 1,800 men — certainly not over 2 000, 

Oar position was moat admirably adapted for 
a successful defcaee — etrong fort* on the brow* 
of steep heights, whose sides bad been shorn of 
tree* and underbrush. In three several charges 
the enemy lost soma two thousand men, being 
slaughtered by entire battalion*. Disgusted at 
•neb obstinate resistance where they anticipated 
an cosy victory, and, moreover, conceiving thai 
a few more charges of tbe same sort miyht tear 
a bigger hole in his army than his conscripting 
officers could patch up, flood withdrew hi* 
forces, "shook the dust from his feet" at Ala- 
toona s doors, snd, like John Brown'* •out, 
went "marching alone" in aearch of *ome point 
win re Yankees were lea* pngnaclou*. Station 
after station waa gained and passed, until they 
reached Dalton, where Cheatham'* *orp* joined 
them, and tbe combined army made an attack 
upon the Federal garrison, comprising one. regi- 
ment of rolored cavalry, the whole under com- 
mand of Col. L. Johnson, of the colored troop*. 
After a three hours' fight our men were forced 
to succumb to overwhelming number*. 
Here Hood found, contrary to Davis'* prophe- 
cies and his own expectations, that Sherman, 
instead of sitting down and starving to death, 
wa* right upon his heels, while in hi* front 
Thomas, Schotield, et id omnes .qenui, had very 
quietly gathered an armv, that was wailing, with 
open anus, to gather him into Ahrain* bosom. 
A radical change of programme must be 
adopted, and but a few miniitca to do it in. 
Dalton, like the elephant the fellow drew in the 
laflle, was his, but the question waa what to do 
witli it. No time to procrastinate. The Yan- 
kee -j Ider wa* about to thrust his f»ng*into th* 
rebel fly. Cheatham'* men must await a mora 
lavoml le opportunity to reach the bosoms of 
tbeir families — the rebel Kcntiickians would 
have to visit the "blue grass regions " only ist 
dreams. Off at a tangent to Ijifavetle they 
started. Blue li'.i.I Cap was occupied by bine- 
clad soldiers. Down to Soaierville. Nickojack 
Gap is likewise blockaded by Sherman'* van- 
dals. Where the devil shall we go uow, i* the 
great question at present agiVatlng the rebel 
brain. I bellere 1 could answer ihe question, 
and gWe good "reasons for the failli that's in 
me, were not such information contraband. 
Suffice it to say, that escape with hi* entire 
body is an impossibility. What, with casualties 
in battle and wholesale desertions, he ha* al- 
ready suffered terrible loss.

— The itlio- 
itionists simply make knaves or fools of them- 
elves, and dupes of all who tru>t them, when 
hey dispute the notorious fact that President 
inroln is the most unscrupulous and rcmorsc- 
eSs of derpow. It seems scarcely possible to 
jpneeive of any outrage upon the Constitution 
finch he has not perpetrated. If any unperpe- 
rated one can be named, he will no doubt m-ike 
til haste to repair his omission. But let us sec 
»hat he has done. \ 

The habeas corpus was secured by Congress 
n an early period of our government, the judi- 
ary being required to issue the writ «nd to act 
Aiider it. No power was given to the President 

lugaio. to Vw By tUcr Constitution, it 

ranuot be suspended even by Congress, 
"unless when in cases of rebellion or 
invasion the public safety may require 
!t." But Mr. Lincoln ruthlessly suspended 
ft,upou his own authority, in States where.there 
was neither "rebellion" nor "invasion" nor a 
lign of either, and where there could be no 
plea that "the public safety" r«.j ulred it, and 
he even went to the length of telling his mili- 
tary officers of all grade* to do the same thiug 
Whenever »nd wherever they pleased. Congress 
suDseipiently authorized him and his officers to 
do as they liked with the habeas corpus every- 
where throughout the eountry. but this only 
shows, that, in respect to violations of the con- 
stitution, an abolition Congress is no better thtu 
MB abolition President. The suspension of the 
habeas corpus is an outrage upon the dearest, 
the best, the holiest rights of the citizen, such 
an outrage as could not he eommitted in Srcat 
Britain with Impunity. The stout British yeo- 
ananry, if such a thing were done, would think 
they heard the voices of the old Barons of Run- 
|Bcymcdo calling upon them to vindicate their 
Inheritance. 

The constitution prohibits the passing of any 
law "abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press." The makers of the constiyition didn't 
contemplate even the possibility of a President's 
daring to do such a thing. But they little kuew 
what would happen before the close of a cen- 
tury. President Lincoln, waiting for no law 
and asking for none, has arrested a vast number 
of men and women for the exercise of "freedom 
of speech," throwing some of them into prison 
and banishing others. He ha; trampled on "the 
liberty of the press" by refusing to let the Uni- 
ted States mail carry certain newspapers, by 
having them excluded from the armies and from 
sections outside of the armies, and by wholly 
suppressing them in some cases and throwing 
the Editors into his bastiles. Where he 
tolciates the freedom of speech and the liberty 
of the press at all, he does so from no regard 
for the constitution, but from an apprehension, 
no doubt well . founded, that his interference 
would coet more than it would be worth to 
him. 

The constitution says: "A well regulated 
militia being necessary to the security of a free 
State, the right of the people to keep and bear 
armsehall not be infringed. " The President has 
paid no shadow of respect to this provision. H» 
has violated it every day. lie keeps violating 
It continually. By his order, tens of thousands 
of arms have been taken from loyal men not 
only in Kentucky but in States remote from the 
theatre of war, and now a military order, issued 
under his auspices, forbids railroads, <fec, to 
forward arms and ammunition to Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, and Michigan, for sixty days, without 
permits, and directs the seizure of them if any 
attempt to send them is made. This tyrannous 
order not only sets the constitution at naught, 
but interferes with the private business of the 
people, and even with their personal safety. 
Most of the States require their citizens to keep 
arms and fines them if they neglect the duty 
but the President takes their arms away, leav- 
ing them unprotected and helpless. 

The constitution says: "Congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of religion 
or prohibiting a free exercise thereof." But 
the President's military officers, scorning the 
constitution and giving no thought to law, have 
Interfered with the ministrations of the Christian 
clergy most outrageously. One of his Major 
Generals drove all the clergymen of a large 
city from their pulpits and appointed substitutes 
of his own, resolving, as it was expressed at the 
time, to "run the churches upon his own hook." 
And, within* few days, a distinguished Roman 
Catholic Bishop, eminent for his ability and 
purity of life, has been banished from among his 
people for omitting, in his Sunday service, to 
pray for Mr. Lincoln! 

The constitution says: "No soldier shall in 
time of peace bs quartered in any house without 
the consent of the owner, nor in time of war 
except in a manner prescribed bylaw." No 
law has been enacted upon the subject. But we 
all sec what is done without law, and in insolent 
defiance of the constitution. Soldiers arc quar- 
tcrcd in private houses everywhere— quartered 
in private houses where there is war and where 
there isn't war. The soldiers arc taught that thev 
may take whatever houses they please, turning 
out the owners and Inmates, and appropriating 
the furniture. They hesitate not to drive help- 
less families Into the woods. And there's no 
redress. The sufferers might as well appeal to 
the trees around them as to the President. 

The Constitution says: "The right of the 
people to be secure in their persons, houses, pa- 
pers, and effects, against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, shall not be violated, and no war- 
rants shall Issue but upon probable cause sup- 
ported by oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched, and the per- 



sons or things to be seized." No more respect 
is paid by Mr. Lincoln to this provision than if 
it were a provision of the constitution of some 
foreign country. It has been disregarded all 
the time. The cases of its violation number 
thousands ar.d thousands. Almost or quite every 
man that has been seized has had his person 
:md his home searched, if he had a house, and 
Lis papers taken from him, without the form of 

uy such oath or affirmation as the constitution 
require*, or any oath or affirmation whatever. 
Persons arc seized every day, and sanuot learn 
forssML Many of them die In their confine- 
ment, and others are at last released upon just 
such conditions as the tyrant or his minions 
may choose to pi ascribe We sec it stated on 
high authority, that the lats Mayor of Weshlng- 
ton, a man of undoubted loyalty, was impris- 
<.i.cd without any charge against him, that he 
was informed of no cause of complaint, and that 
he was released only on condition that he should 
resign the Mayoralty. 

The constitution says: "No person shall beheld 
to answer for a capital or other infamous crime 
unless on a presentment of a grsnd jury, eicept 
in cases arising in the land or naval forces." 
This provision has been utterly unheeded from 
first to last. Not even a semblance of heed has 
been paid to it. Citizens unconnected with the 
at my and living far outside of the area of the 
war have been arrested without any present- 
ment of a grand jury and tried by military court- 
martial and punished at the court's discretion. 
And the abolition Congress, swift to second the 
views and sustain the tyranny of the abolition 
President, has, in defiance of the great charter 
of our liberties, enacted that this shall continue 
to be done. 

The constitution says: "No person shall b* 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law, nor shall private property 
be taken for public use without just compensa- 
tion." Every one knows how recklessly 
this Important provision is every day 
trampled on. No thought is given to due 
process or undue process of law, and 
lens of millions and twenties of millions of 
property are taken from citizens, the disloyal 
and the loyal alike, and the idea of "just com- 
pensation" or any compensation is scoffed at 
as something unworthy to dwell for a moment 
in an abolition officer's brain. Nothing conld 
be more notorious than these things. And the 
abolition ( ongros, prompt in this case as In all 
others to stand by the abolition President, actu- 
ally closed, at its last session, the door of the 
Court of Claims against redress in almost every 
case that might arise during the war. 

The constitution says: "For all criminal pros- 
BWrttpssy the accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial by au impartial jury of 
the State and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have 
been previously ascertained by law, and 
to be informed of the nature of the ac- 
cusation, and be confronted with the wit- 
nesses against him." A score of the Lin- 
coln hostile* attest how this provision has 
been treated. Thousands of men can bear wit- 
ness, and thousands in (heir graves could bear 
witness if they were alive, that all information 
as to the nature of the accusations agaiust 
arrested persons is generally refused, and that 
no trials, either "speedy" or slow, arc granted. 
The country knows this. The civilized world 
knows it. 

We would not attempt to enumerate all those 
provisions of the constitution which the Presi- 
dent has violated. There is scarcely, in that 
great instrument, a single provision upon which 
he has not set his sacrilegious foot. In those 
two monstrous measures, the confiscation of all 
Southern property and the emancipation of all 
Southern and Western slaves by a motion of 
his band, he has been guilty of : usurpa- 
tions that the men of nc^ ago of the 
world could have contemplated with- 
out amazement. Shall wa re-elect this 
man, this contemner of constitutions, this 
scorner of laws, this trampler on all the rights 
of man, to the office he so unworthily and wick- 
only fills? If wo do, what wrong, what oppres- 
sion, what outrage, shall we not deserve to re- 
ceive at his hands? Are there no considerations 
that ean make even abolitionists pause iu the 
accursed struggle they arc waging for the per- 
petuation of despotic power at Washington? 

eHTNoticing the other day an article in the 
abolition oigau here, we said: 

The organ states, that, in the winter of 1800 
and ffl, alter the election of Lincoln and II mi- 
lin, we declared that the South was a unit in its 
determination to re^Ut the policy of the Repub- 
lican platform adopted in the Republican No- 
tional Conveution, and that we added that "ire" 
should resist. Ler the Editor of the organ say 
w hat number of our paper he refers to. If he 
were not afraid to have the truth and fairness 
of his declarations tested, he would do this in- 
stead of seeking to put us to the trouble of 
examining all the editorial columus of our 
file for a whole winter. 

In response t*> this challenge, the organ, with 
a ludicrous show of jubilation, names one of the 
hundreds of numbers of the Journal before the 
war iu which we said that the South was B unit 
in the determination to resist not the policy de- 
rlared in the Chicago Platform but "the cxecu- 
'ion of the policy foreshadnieed by the Chicago 
Platform," the policy, that is to say, of abolish- 
ing slavery in the Suites, and that ire, in common 
with the rest of the Union men of theSouth,werc 
iu favor of resisting this policy, if its execution 
should ever be attempted, iu the Union and not 
out of it. This, as we need not inform those who 
know anything of the history of Southern poli- 
tics before the rebellion, and who are sufficient- 
ly calm to methodize their ideas upon the sub- 
ject, was the avowed position of the Union 
party of the South, no member of which spoke 
or wrote a word short of this point, though a 
few went beyond it, among whom, as our readers 
have not forgotten, was Dr. Robert J. Breckin- 
ridge, who went furthest lieyond it, landing in- 
deed almost in the arms of the disunlonists, and 
who is now one of thechief'sof the organ's party. 
Not only was this the avowed position of the 
Union party of the South, but it was the true 
and patriotic and statesmanlike position. It 
was the only position left for men who were at 
onec patriots and freemen. Under the like cir- 
cumstances, we would take the same positiou 
to-morrow, and advocate it with all the power 
at our command. We in fact have never heard 
of anybody, who was not an acknowledged dis- 
tniionixt, that ever objected to the position. It 
is a position to which nobody except a traitor 
or a slave would ever think of objecting. Yet 
this is what the organ brings forward in'a strain 
of affected exultation to shield itsell' from the 
odium of falsehood! 

Wc felt assured that the organ, In this mat- 
ter os in so many graver matters, was deceiving 
its readers; and we noticed its assertion, which 
was really not worth noticing, merely to expose 
the spirit of deceit which prompted it. The 
reader will see that it was not without reason 
that wc felt sure of our game.

The Tribune's correspondent with Sberidm 
says : Fifly-scveu guns were captured iu the 
last light, twenty-live of which were our own. 
There v. ere taken, iu round numbers, o ( 00y 
prisoners. 

In the movements of the rebels, as planned 
by Gen. Gordon, and when our camps had been 
captured, lie udvlscd Early to fall hack with his 
troops, but that (illlccr disregarded the advice. 
Gen. Kamscur said before dying that there were 
2.1,(HHI men in the attacking' parlv. Two divis- 
ions passed Mussauutten Mountain, single tile, 
marching all night, so as to come in on our left 
Hank; the remainder, 11. ("«l, attacked iu front 
aud along the right after the first shot had been 
felt on the left. Besides these, considerable 
bodies of cavalry came over the mountain and 
pushed rapidly' up the pike, after our works 
had been carried, to capture our wagon trains. 
It was here that a man in our uniform came up 
unsuspected to Col. Thodburn, and rental keel, 
"That Is a line horse you are riding. Colonel 
you had better give him to me," and inline- 
uh.tely shot him with his revolver. 

Sr. Loris, Oct. 27. 

Derpatchcs in the border papers say that the 
train from Foil Siniili was attacked "by bush- 
whackers south of Fort Scott. Sixteen men 
wero killed, aud a part of the train was burned. 
Alx.ut Batten hundred refugees accouq anled the 
train. 

About one hundred guerillas, under Captain 
Taylor, entered Marmcton. a few miles from 
l ort Scott, at twelve o'clock on Saturday night, 
ai d murdered Colonels Knowles, Brown, Haw- 
kins, McGotiiglc, Shadwick, and Stout, who 
were en route for the North, old Squire Rey- 
nolds, and two other citizens, and burned two 
r lores, a church, and several dwellings. 

The Federal loss in the battle of the 2.1d was 
seventy-live. The wounded were sept to Leav- 
enworth on Monday. The rebels were chased 
all Sunday night, "and constant fighting with 
their rear was kept up. 

At daylight they made a stand, and were 
hacdapmeiy whipped again. 

Most of the Kansas militia have gone home. 

Martial law has been abolished and business 
Ls resumed. 

Five hundred rebels, under Licut.-Col. Me- 
Daotels, crossed the Hannibal and 8t. Joseph 
Railroad near Bucklin on Monday, going North. 
A strung force has been sent after them. 

Advices from I'ppcru Missouri say that Gen. 
Sullv has gone into winter quarters at Fort 
Stilly. 

The Winnebago Indians are in a starving 
condition. 

New Youk, Oct. 27. 
Tlie 20-inch Rodman gun was tested yester- 
day at Fort Hamilton. It was first tired with a 
blank cartridge of 100 pounds of powder, then 
with M pounds and a solid shot of 1,080 pounds, 
and finally with 100 pounds powdefand a solid 
shot of 1,080 pounds, at an angle of IS degrees. 
The shot was throwu four miles. The full 
range of the gun is thought to be between five 
and six miles. The experiments were entirely 
successful. 

By the forthcoming report of the Sanitary 
Commission, it will be shown that the value of 
the contributions received exceed 57,000. 

8t. Louis, Oct. 27. 
The Democrat's special from Leavenworth 
says : Price is driven below Fort Scott, closely 
followed bv our cavalry.

The steamer Marmora was fired into at 
Trairie Landing, on White river, and was fol- 
lowed live or six miles. One of her officers and 
fifteen negro soldiers wire killed. A number 
were wounded.

FUBTHER L'V Til SCAN ADA. 

Halifax, Oct. 27. 
Great liiitain. — A special steamer from Ant- 
werp came to anchor off Shorcham, Sussex 
county, ou the 11th of October, in charge of the 
ofiicers of the United States frigate Niagara, 
which vessel had seized her on suspicion of her 
having a cargo to ran the blockade. The Niag- 
ara was in company with the steamer at 8horc- — 
bam. The steamer Sacrament was off NvwtB 
Haven on the 12lh lust., proceeding down the 
channel. 

The owner of the blockade-runner publishes a 
letter denying the statement that Capt. Seiumes 
had sailed in his vessel, as stated, ridiculing the 
idea that the little steamer Ranger, of less than 
one hundred tons, is to be manned and armed 
from the steamer Laurel and converted into a 
rebel cruizer. 

It is reported from Africa that Jules Gibard, 
the explorer, was drowned while crossing a 
river. 

Joe Coburn, accompanied by his friendi, had 
personally demanded from the stakeholders the 
stakes for the intended tight. on the ground that 
he was at the [dace fixed for the fighting, while 
Mace failed to appear. 

The stakeholders explained that Coburn could 
have no claim, owing to the nonftillilment of 
the conditions to the refereef, unless some mu- 
tual agreement could become of the affair, it 
was a draw. Coburn expressed a wish to light, 
but only in Ireland, or, failing iu that, iu 
Canada. 

Financial affairs in England arc much dis- 
turlced. but the funds show an improvement, 
and a better tone. The demand for discount 
was active, but the rate remains nominally at 
9 per cent. 

New Yop.k, Oct. 27. 

Ti e Times Washington special says: Colonel 
Ould, the rebel commissioner of exchange, re- 
cently proposed that we be permitted to send 
South clothing, blankets, and supplies for our 
prisoners in the hands of the rebels, they being 
allowed to do the same by their prisoners in our 
hands. It is further proposed that they shall be 
allow ed to purchase abroad articles intended for 
their prisoners held by us. General Grant noti- 
lii cl General Lee of the acceptance of the prop- 
osition. General Lee responded, and suggested 
that the articles sent to prisoners should be con- 
fined to articles of necessity and comfort, such 
as clothing, blankets, nieal, coffee, sugar, 
pickles, vinegar, and tobacco, and proposed 
that an officer from each side be especially de- 
tailed and paroled to see to the faithful execu- 
tion of the arrangement. 

Moses J. Ferry, New York State Agent at 
Baltimore, arrested on a charge of forging sol- 
diers \ otcs, has made a full confession, ne ac- 
knowledge the forging of large numbers, and 
gives the names of parties who assisted him. 
Several prominent persons are said to be im- 
plicated, but their names are not given. 

An Old Point Comfort letter of the 22d, 
speaking of yellow fever in Newtiem, says 
that the epidemic Is of the most malignant typo. 
Five cases out of six have been fatal. One 
account says the citizens have more than they 
can do to attend the sick and bury the dead. 
Children and negroes generally escape. It is 
ma nly confined to the native white citizens. 

Government troops at the outposts have 
escaped, with but few exceptions. 

An Irish refugee, John Miteheil, Is reported 
to be in command of the rebel licet ou the 
Jamea river. 

The Tribune's Washington special says : In 
the battle of Cedar Creek, tht- 1st Vermont cav- 
alry, Lie tit.

of WMbfagMa nnrt Franklin and Hamilton and 
jtfadison and .lay without addition ana without 
diminution. We want the glorious Union which 
that Constitution has secured to us iu th%pasl, 
nnd which, or the blf-ssins: of God oycrrulins 
the madiic-s of men, we trust, it is still destined 
to secure to us for the future. And Heaven for- 
bid that the temporary interests of any party 
should be suffered to interfere with the earliest 
practicable accomplishment of this great restora- 
tion ! Heaven forbid that this fratricidal war 
Ehould be prolonged for a day or an hour, or an 
instant, in order to perpetuate or continue any 
mere partv ascendancy ! Heaven forbid that so 
horrible a struggle should be suffered to degen- 
erate into a great game of Rouge et \otr — blood 
and negroes — with nothing better than the spoils 
of office for iu stake! [Cheers.] It is sometimes 
suggested, mr friends, that the Democratic 
party have been too good friends with the South 
to be trusted in arranging this difficulty. Whr, 
that is the very reason why they should be 
trusted. I have often bad reason to find fault 
with the Southern proclivities of some of the 
Northern Democrats; but if those proclivities 
ran now be turned to the account of saving the 
Union, thev mav well be forgiven for more than 
nil the mischief they have ever done in the past. 
And now, bear me once more, fellow-citiiens, 
while I urge upon you, finally, that the princi- 
ples or the policy of tho Republican party, as 
well as their interest as a party, seem to mc ut- 
terly incompatible with any early restoration of 
Union and peace. I refer, I need hardly say, to 
their policy or principles in regard to domestic 
flavery, as' developed in the speeches of some 
of their leading members, and in the acts and 
express declarations of the President him- 
self. We all know that the Administration 
have solemnly adopted the policy of com- 
plete emancipation as a necessary result 
of the rebellion and the war. We all know 
that after having rallied the country for two 
years on the plain, direct, constitutional issue of 
enforcing the laws, and restoring the Union, the 
President suddenly changed his hand, and. in 
the teeth of all his own declarations amd argu- 
ments, put forth a solemn proclamation of uni- 
versal emancipation. We all know that, at this 
moment, no man in the rebel States is allowed 
to return to his allegiance and resume his place 
as a loyal citizen without swearing to support 
this proclamation, as well as to support the 
constitution of the United States. And we all 
remember that recently, on the first authentic 
or unauthentic overtures of peace aud suhmis- 
eion, the President issued a formal manifesto— 
"To Whom it May Concern"— making an aban- 
donment of slavery a condition precedent for 
even the reception of any such proposals. 

m POMCT or "no CHIOS WITH SI.AVHIIOMmltS." 

Meanwhile Mr. Sccretarv 8cward. for whom 
I have nothing but the kindest feelings, and who 
I honestly believe regrets such extravagance* 
as much as any of us, has expressly admitted in 
his recent and most extraordinary speech at 
Auburn, in New York, that there are those of 
the Republican party, "wlio want guarantees 
for swift and universal and complete emanci- 
pation, or thev do not want the nation saved." 
Ah, my friends, is there not too much reason for 
apprehending that tins class of men is more 
numerous than even Mr. Seward iinagiaei, and 
that in the next four years they will have ac- 
quired — even if they have not already acquired 
— a prevailing and paramount baflurmee overtlis 
Administration? [Applause.] Hark the words: 
"Man who want rnaranteea for swift and uni- 
Tersal nnd complete emancipation, or they do 
not want the nation saved." And this. I suppose, 
is what these men would call unconditional 
Unionism! | Laughter. 1 But it is what you 
and I, fellow-citizens, should call conditional 
di.uiiiouism. and it caa hardlv fail to he stig- 
matized wherever it is openly encountered. 
Why, what have we heard of late from gentle- 
men holding the highest official positions under 
the Republican regime in my own Common- 
wealth ol 'Massachusetts? What have been the 
most receut utterances of the most distinguished 
Republicans in Faneuil Hall? I will not nainej 
names, for I have no taste for persona'.itv, 
hut I will give Ihe precise law^naffe. 
From nne we have the declaration that "the 
appeal from sire to son should go on forever 
ai d forever uatil the last acre of Southern land, 
baptised by Massachusetts' blood, should be 
raacnetj fmm the intidel* to liberty." This 
certainly would seem verv like preaching an 
eternal crusade against Southern slavery, with- 
out regard either to Union, peace, or tlie Con- 
atiiution. From another equally distinguished 
Republican, we have the even more distinct 
declaration that "the Baltimore Convention and 
Abraham Lincoln ath tomethiny mors Mia 
/As Union as the conditio* of peace." 
and that "he has announced, in his let- 
ter 'to whom it may concern,' that all 
terms of peace must begin with the aban loa- 
lucut of i-laverv." While from the same emi- 
nent fource we are assured dhat a "vote for 
Abraham Lincoln is to usher in the glorious day 
when the eloquence of Wendell Phillips may he 
enjoyed at Richmond and Charleston, as it is 
now enjoyed at New York and Boston." 
I Laughter. ] I may be told, indeed, that all this 
i. only the rant and rhapsody of (statical rhet- 
oricians: but I cannot so regard it. What said 
the resolutions adopted at this we/ me meeting? 
One of them c< ncluded by the unequivocal an- 
nouncement, that "the war must go on until 
the pride of the (Southern) leaders is humbled, 
their power broke**, and the civil and social 
Btnicture*tjf the South reorganized on the basil 
of free labor, free speech, and equal righte for 
all before the law. 

HOW IX>K(I HIST WAU l OTTIHHa TO Al'OVtCl-LI ill 

coMi'i.arR BMAiiemtnmi ? 
Well, now, my friends, there can !.e no mis- 
Bni'.crstanding the import of this language. It 
is clear, explicit, unequivocal. It does not pre- 
tend that the war Is to be prosecuted far the 
restoration of the Unioa, but for something 
more than the restoration of the Union; and it 
expressly ilellnes that something more to he 
"the total abandonment ofalavcrv," and "reor- 
ganization of the social structure "of the South 
on the la»is of free labor, flee speech, and<"TJal 
rights for all before the law." Tli-se »'e the 
ends for which the war is to he prosel'iue I; aud 
it is not to be permitted to cc** until these 
ends are accomplished. From these declara- 
tions we may form. I think, a pretty distinct 
idea of the prospect before us if I lies Repuhli -an 
partv remains in power, and make some ap- 
proximate estimate of the chances of an carlv 
pence. Why, in what millenitl perl«d 
are all th«se results to be accomplished? 
Ry what process are thev to he brought 
about? H..w is this total abandonment of slave- 
ry 10 he enforced? Are we to wait till each 
individual master has filed his separate bill of 
release? Are we to eo on fighting till each in- 
dividual Stale has adopted amendments to those 
eensdtQtloM which now prohibit anv such pro- 
ceedtng? Or shall we recognize the power of 
the Confederate Government, and wait for that 
to initiate and enforce this reorganization of the 
Social structure of the South? Within what 
] eriod, I sav. this side of the Greek kale* Is 
c an all this be accomplished? | Cheers. ] Fel- 
low-citizens there 1s not a man in the loyal 
States who would not rejoice with all hit heart 
and soul if African slavery could be safely an I 
legitimately brought to an end on litis wholecon- 
tinenl. The Republican partv have no monop- 
oly of the philanthropy or of the patriotism of 
the land, though some of them would asBD 
to claim it. But for one, I have never had 
a particle of faith that a sudden, sweepie^. 
forcible emancipation could result in any- 
thing but mischief and misery for the 
black rnfe as well as the white. The 
proclamation, however, lias been issued long 
ago, and its efficacy and its authority are 
to be the subjects of future experience anil fu- 
ture adjudication. To those I willingly leave 
It. It was undoubtedly one of the greatest 
atrctches of the doctrine of necessit y — it was un- 
questionably one of the most startling exercises 
of the one-man power which the history of hu- 
man government, free or despotic, ever wit- 
nessed. I have no disposition to question- its 
Wisdom or its authority as a measure adopted 
for securing greater success to our arms and an 
earlier termination of the war, though I cannot 
help entertaining gra.-e doubts on both points. 
Rut the idea that it is now to be made the pre- 
text for prolonging thet war, alter the original 
and onlv legitimate end for which it was under- 
taken shall have been accomplished the idea 

that we are to go on fighting and fightin; for 
"something more" than the Union— the idea 
that the war is not to be permitted to cease un- 
til the whole social structure of the S mth has 
l>een reorganized, is one abhorrent to every dic- 
tate of my Judgment — to every principle which 
I cherish as a statesman or a* a Christian. 

It is a policy, too, in mr opinion, utterly na- 
ronstitutional. and as much In the spirit of re- 
bellion as almost anything which has be?n at- 
tempted by the Southern States. VVhv, does 
nnv one doubt for an instant that if the louthern 
States were to lay down their arms to-morrow, 
nnd throw themselves unreservedly on their 
rights under the constitution, that it Would be 
the hoiinden duty of the Government to re civ - 
their submission and recognize their rights, sub- 
ject onlv to such pains and 'penalties; as might 
be legally enforced upon Individuals duty eon- 
tictcd of treason? I have often hoped that 
this question m ight be brought to a practical 
test. I have often hoped, and still hope, 
that some one State, like the old State of North 
Carolina, or the great State of Georgia, might 
be induced to trv the experiment of simply 
coming back under the old flag, without ask- 
ing any questions, or seeking to exact In ad- 
vance any conditions whatever. [Cheers ] 
What President, what Administration, what 
partv shall dare to stand in the way, and tell 
either of those States that we have ceased to 
light for the Union— that we arc lighting for 
torn- thing more than the Union, and that she' 
must stav out until she has reorganized her 
whole social strHClure? What PresiJent, what 
Administration, what party shall dare to repel 
and repulse such a returning sister, and tell her 
that she cannot he readmitted to the old family 
household until she has prepared herself for 
relishing Ihe eloquence of Wendell Phillips, 
a justly celebrated as that eloquence mav be? 
Why, my friends, the proclamation of the Pres- 
ident, as an instrument for achieving success and 
securing submission, is one thing, but a demand 
for the total abandonment ol a'l.iterr and the re- 
^fL'anlzation of the wb/tfle social etmrture of the 
™'uth as conditions "precedent for reviving and 
jESea^fanbTnJrfctfon whenever ll sha'l be ten- 
difreri aml ° t ' ^ r " ,lfts been secured. l« » wholly 
th„ d cm ' Ui "8- The one mav, perh»P9, be jus- 
there ra n V'" ! " lr " ftiv( P 1 ™ 'of uec ssitr.

agitation, the apprehensions that exist in the 
ml ds of Southern people for the safety of 
their institutions, it is not necessary for us to 
ha i uire further whether the apprehensions are 
veil founded or not.

."oint for the conservative m»s=es in their 
States, whereby they mav be saved from the 
verv iaws of accession and revolution? What 
can thev say? To an apprehensive and excited 
pe .ple, on their return home, they must say: 
"We appealed to the dominant party of the 
North in Congress to pour oil upon the troubled 
waters," and "thev would not;" "we asked for 
bread," and they gave us "a stone;" we asked 
"for a fish," and thev "gavn us a serpent;" "we 
asked for conciliation, and they tendered us War 
and subjugation." 

Precisely so. dear General ; three years hire 
givtn you new light on this subject, and we 
must be permitted to "tell a story" wl.Hi may 
explain the wonderful revolution which lias 
ta! a* place in yonr mind. 

Robert Hall,' the celebrated Baptist divine, 
had a classmate at college with whom he Vat 
n terms of great intimacy. Both were fro- 
p*i ing for the ministry, both were disaatbjied 
wi h the Church of England, and both aglecd 
that In view of its many corruptions thev would, 
on completing their studies, join the dissenters 
and endeavor to build" up a parer standard of 
religion. On leaving College Hall he fulfilled 
his pledge and became a Baptist; the other 
adhered to the established church, and finally 
rose to be a bishop. After a separation of 
many years the two met one evening, 
and," in 'course of conversation, Hall referred 
to their former friendship and the har- 
mony of views at that time. The Bishop, 
of course, -had little to say on thi» point. Fi- 
nally Hall stated one of th« arguments npon 
which both cordially agreed in their earlier 
da^s. The Bishop replied that "he could not 
see it in that light." "Ah," said his friend, snd 
taking a pencil from his pocket he wrote ou a 
slip of psper the word "God." "Can vou sce 
that?" said Hall. "Perfectly," was the reply. 
Taking a guinea from hi- pocket, H ill laid the 
coin upon the letters, and looking his com- 
panion full in the face, asked, "Can you see it 
now?" 

The eves of Gen»ral Logan and the English

There never can lie peace on the basis Of the 
sf' .fion principle! The adoption ofj this 
w*uld be going back to the old league I Idea, 
which the experience of the world -Lows to be 
in; drijuatc for the purposes of national power. 

What prospect of peace is there on the aboli- 
tion idea of wiping out eleven States, and fecon- 
"t. tiding their social system? What tin the 
bo: is of 'the emancipation policy? Tiiisnoces- 
sai ily supposes a new Union, and instead of co- 
equal States, a Union of superior and inferior 
Stales. All around us we hear that this theory 
— abolition of slavery — "must be put through;" 

in cannotahave all this expenditure of hi. .id 
and treasure fin- nothing:" "the land must be all 
freej slavery must not be spared;" and so we 
have means provided — tbc Freedman's Bureau — 
whereby the superior States may take care of 
the inferior States. In plain terms, the process' 
of emancipation by subjugation. Mr. Lincoln 
tays lie will not hear of peace from the South 
until thev at the South abandon slavery; and 
the abolition orators sav, universalrv, slavery 
shell go down. The sentiment of the Lincoln 
party is well-nigh universal in those who control 
it, for the extirpation ol slavery. "Where is the 
constitution," some ask; and they do not pretend 
to go bv the constitution in this, but act under 
"War Powers" — the military necessity. 

When this policy of emancipation and subju- 
ration was first broached, carrying with it, at It 
necessarily does, military despotism by the 
North to bold the South bv arms, it wasreicte 1 
bv all bnt the (Jarrisou abolitionists. Did not 
"oi Ward Hcecher argue that we could not 
thus, by going out from the constitution, sup- 
press tiie rebellion? Did not the President. July 
s. lsc], solemnly disclaim Rn idea of aubjugv 
t' v? Did he not as solemnly say that he would 
t e limited by the constitution? He said that he 
( was for the preserva'ion of the government, 
"that it might be administered for all, as it was 
administered bv the men who made it." Ho 
taid: "Loval citizens every where have the right 
to claim this of their government, and the gov- 
ernment has no right to withhold or neglect it." 
He said that he did not perceive there was in 
this position "any coercion, any conquest, any 
subjugatlan." 

The unanimity with which emancipation and 
ml jugation were rejected bv the sensible por- 
tion of the community, looks remarkable In 
contrast to the present recklessness on this vi- 
tal point; but tn.lv great men of the republic, 
Webster, Clay, Jefferson, Madison, Jackson, 
and Washington, had inculcated 6ound Ideal ; 
and this unanimity was the result of their teach- 
in:"', and existed before the present terrible par- 
tisanship arose. What one of this immortal 
band ever supposed these coequal States wero. 
or could lie, pinned together by the bayonet! 
and on the principle that one set of 8 atss 
should mould the local status of the rest? Wlio 
expressed better than Edward E/erett, in his 
letter of acceptance of the Ticc- Presidency, 
both the teachings of the school of patriotism in 
he counsels of Washington, and the perils 
which abolition extremists had brought ou the 
country? At this time, November, HJO. to use 
his own words, "when the passions th'is ex- 
cited had already lead to acts of violence and 
bloodshed, approaching civil war in the territo- 
ries, and attempted servile insurrections iu the 
States," he thus expressed his convictions : 

"Unless the warfare of inflammatory speeches 
and incendiary publications is abandoned, and 
good citizens," as in 177C and 17S7, North and 
South, will agree to deal with the same ele- 
ments of discord (for they existed then as now) 
as our fathers dealt with them, we shall but for 
a very few years longer he even nominally 
brethren of one family. The suggest] in that 
the Union can be maintained by the nums-rical 
predominance and military prowess of one sec- 
tion, exerted to coerce the other into submission, 
is. in mv judgment, as self-contradictory as it is 
dangerous. It comes loaded with the death 
sun 11 from fields wet with brothers' blood. If 
the vital principle ol all republican governments 
is Ihe consent of the governed, much more does 
a tiiiion of coequal sovereignties require, as its 
basis, the harmony of its members and their 
Voluntary eo-otieration in its organic functions." 

The governed not merely consented to, but 
a< tually orda ned the guarantee that the Slate, or 
the local, should not he molested in its strictly 
local sphere, while the Supreme Law should bo 
supreme in its sphere of the general, anything 
done by the State to the contrary; and hence 
simply to re-establish the national authority is 
to carry out the decree of the people. B it to 
undertake to m ould the State after one, pattern — 
the Massachusetts or New England fashion— is 
to violate the Constitution, "We who boant of 
our constitution," even Ward B-echer said in 
November, lftfil. "must nut violate it ourselve. 
in putting down those who violate it;" 
and this was said to stave otf the clamor for 
emancipation! The suggestion which Mr. Ev- 
erett but slated has now grown into the terrible 
object of the war; Mr. Lincoln is hound to it 
hand and foot, and cannot re n ede; and it Is 
fraught with eternal »«■! Bat for the adoption 
of this policy the rebellion would have been 
over long ago. Does not Tlmrlow Weed sav 
tide? The suggestion, then but sport. lesion, is 
now. in horrible reality, ' loaded with the 
death-amei] from fields wet with brothers' 
blind;" and vet we arc but upon the threshold 
of this bloody business. 

Strange, and passing strange is it. that when 
the emancipation idea was proposed, a member 
of the Cabinet of Mr. Lincoln annul I. tin ler bis- 
own name. have, charged the pr poeers of it — a 
Fet of el i tnorers llkelfreeiey, Cneever, \.c. . who 
Invited him tbaddreai them — with being North- 
oi n secesshuilat*! Poetmnstor-Qaoeral Blair did 



this March 2, 1«<V2, in a letter addressed t* the 
act who were clamoring for the emancipation 
policy of subjugation that now governs <he Ad- 
ministration. His words are to Greeley A Co.: 
"The fact that secession a maintained by tho 
authors of this call tor a different purpose does 
not make it m ire constitutional, or prevent 
them from being actual aiders and abettors of 
the Confederates." Mr. Blair held that emanci- 
pation was also unconstitutional. He predicted 
that it would unite tho South and lender litem 
unconquerable!! His words are: 

"As matters stand we can put down the re- 
bellion, because the people of the natural strong- 
holds of the Southern country are .with us. It 
would certainly add to the exasperation of the 
uon-slaveholding whites of the South and might 
unite them against the government, and, if so, 
tbcv would be unconquerable." 

Mr. Everett scouted the idea that the South 
could be held in subjugation; Mr. Lincoln dis- 
claimed such a purpose, and Mr. Blair said the 
attempt would unite the South and render them 
unconquerable. The last word from the South, 
Mr. Stephens, is that they never will yield to 
this. The great Raleigh Union article, copied 
into all the papers last year, said there was no 
party in tbc South for Mr. Lincoln's policy, but 
there was a party for the old Union. Our ar- 
mies have not failed; they have done weU their 
work when well led; they can and will take the 
Southern cities', Richmond, Charleston, and Mo- 
bile; bnt this will not be restoring the Union. 
Five millions of the South are against the policy 
of emancipation and subjugation, and it is a 
great, terrible, all-commanding fact, that in- 
llcential men who have not lost their virtue or 
their common sense myht to look square in 'he 
face: that a majority of the people. ,V;»r<A are op- 
posed to the hellish policy *f unconstitutional eman- 
u ■inline ami iubj'i</ation. These are solemn 
truths, and they are looming up with terrible 
significance. 

The national party stand universally pledged 
to deal with the emancipation qnestion as the 
fathers of]776 and 1787 dealt with it. In the 
name of all that is statesmanship and hnmauity 
and country, who, lo this hour, has proposed 
any better way lo deal with th* elements of 
discord than the way of the fathers? In what 
speech or word has such way been elaborated? 
Can that way be found In the centralization and 
consolidation that must follow th* emancipation 
policy of Mr. Lincoln, or In the disintegration 
of our country that must a* certainly follow as 
secession principle of Mr. Stephens? The De- 
mocracy reject both. Tb*y stand by the old 
lag. Th*v keep step to th* mnsle of the old 
Union. The still hold to the old common bond 
•f .be constitution. This is their word of con- 
ciliation. This Is their olive branch of peace. 
Union and peace, thev ask no more; andbecaus* 
of this will their triumph in November be the 
triumph of the country over as terrible and 
felfleh and unscrupulous a partisanship as *v*r 
divided and distracted a free people.
